Latest moves of the Post office De- 
partment in answer to Albany’s de- 
mand for its own post office were re- 
vealed Monday night to members of 
the City Council as two communica- 
ions from W. W. Howes, first post- 
master general, were read by City Clerk 
H. W. Brewer and placed on file. 

The letters were copies of ones re- 
eived by Senator William G. McAdoo 
nd Congressman John H. Tolan. The 
Jatter communication was dated June 
4 and told that preliminary papers had 
been forwarded to Mayor O. C. Yenne. 
This was later yerified by the local of- 
cial. 





















In the letter on June 2 to Senator 
McAdoo, Howes told of his receipt of 
the formal request from Albany and 
added that his department now had 
under consideration the establishment 
of a classified carrier branch in this 
city, under the present post office in 
Berkeley, instead of the separate fa- 
ility which is being sought.
